! not be found that harm has been caus- 
led by the wildness of some of the 
speculations, Manitoba has taken 
steps to prevent the sale of oil stock 
} in that province, until the authorities 
|have been satisfied that the stock for 
{sale is a reasonable good security, One 
cannot, however, eliminate the specu- 
lative element from oil stocks, No one 
can be certain that oll exists till it is 
struck and, in order to get oil, money 
must be risked. There is no need to 
take additional risk by buying from 
concerns that own, no property and 
have probobly no Intentions of doing 
anything besides collecting the money 
from gullible persons, There are re- 
gulations in Alberta which require 
companies to file thelr prospectuses 
with the provincial registrar and every 
director of the company is personally 
i Hable for mis-statements. contained in 
documents so filed.

The threatened influx of more Hindoos on the British 
Columbia coast draws attention to an important factor in the 
labor situation. When ‘the labor market is over-supplied 
already no valid reasofi can be offered for the admission of 
large/numbers of Orientals to Canada. In times like these the 
Oriental is the one who will prosper. He has been accustomed 
fo low standards of living and will work for low wages. He 
can undersell the white man in his own labor market and be- 
cause money is scarce the job is likely to go to the lowest 
bidder. 

Much may be said in favor of the industry and thrift of 
the Oriental immigrants who come to these shores but it is a 
matter of self-protection for the people of Canada at the 
present time that the labor that there is in the country should 
not be taken away from those who are already here by new- 
comers who are prepared owing to their previous mode of 
Iite to work for lower wages. 

Canada has the right to protect herself against being 
swamped by a flood of Oriental people. Whilst it would be 
foolish to advocate a policy which would be a repitition of the 
Chinese policy of closing the door against the ‘foreign 
devils,” Canada would be wise to say that people shall not 
come here faster than the opening up of her resources can find 
labor and food for them. That is the situation now. Labor 
organizations and civic and provincial authorities are daily 
making representations to the dominion government regard- 
ing the unsatisfactory conditions in the labor market. Surely 
i’ is only fair to those who have staked their all here that their

MELLEN AND THE

testify to men getting $20,000 and $30,000 per annum for 
simply giving advice to those who were manipulating the stock 
of the roads—advice mainly designed to keep them out of jail. 
Such service was deemed worth these amounts; and those 
most concerned have said that they would have paid double, 
if necessary, for the services rendered—services which the 
witnesses would not admit, of course, to be anything but 
highly honorable to all concerned. :

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TRACK AND GRADE CROSSINGS. _ |

One of the most difficult problems 
which confronts those civic officials 
on whose shoulders rests most heavily 
the task of laying the foundation on 
which the city’s future development is 
bullt, is to correctly forecast what that 
future development will be, and how 
to best plan for it. City planning is 
partly planning for the future develop- 
ment of the city, and partly planning 
so as to direct, future development 
along certain preconcelyed lines. At 
the present time when this subject Is 
receiving so much well merited atten- 
tion it might be in order to point out 
the Important place that railways have 
inaclty plan. It is regretable to see 
railways enter a city, (in its infancy), 
euch on {ts own right of way, located 
without any regard to its effect on the 
future development. of the city; and 
then around the railway; and en- 
deavoring, as far as possible, to efface 
the scar, and to make its plan harmon- 
ize with conditions created by the rail- 
ways. <A great deal could be accom- 
plished from the standpoint of the city, 
and nothing lost from the standpoint of 
the railway, if the railway entrances 
were intelligently planned with due re- 
gard to the future growth of the city. 
In this connection the writer fully 
recognized, and would direct attention 
to the difficulties that stand in the 
way of this. In first place, the rail- 
ways enter at practically the birth of 
the future city, of whose growth be- 
yond the stage of swaddling clothes, 
there is considerable doubt. Then there 
is always such anxiety to obtain a rall- 
way at all cost, that often too much is 
sacrificed to the railway. Even after 
the importance and future growth of 
the city are assured, it requires experi- 
ence, Wisdom and keen ins!ght Into the 
future, to correctly plan for that 
future; and often these qualities aro 
lacking in those who shape the growth 
of the infant city. However, notwith- 
standing all these obstacles, much 
could be accomplished by intelligent 
planning. 

As traffic Increases on the railways 
and also in the city streets, a period 
{s reached ;when grade crossings be- 
come intolerable both because of their 
danger to human Ife and because of 
the annoying and vexatious delays to 
traffic, Ultimately this risk and inter- 
ference to traffic (both on streets and 
railways) become more expensive than 
the cost to eliminate; as to maintain 
these crossings at grade, protection 
must be furnished’ by gates and by 
watchman, besides other. expenses in- 
cidental to keeping the crossings clean 
and maintaining In fit conditlon for 
traffic, Yet in spite of all this ex- 
pense, traffic is interfered with, and 
distressing accidents are of frequent 
occurrence. The elimination of grade 
crossings not only removes this dan- 
rer attending them, but also facilitates 


| FIRST THINGS | 


The first modern steel rails, of the 
type which made high-speed rallway 
operation possible, were designed by 
Pliimmon Henry Dudley, who was born 
at Freedom, O., 71 years ago today. 
He became a civil and metallurgical 
engineer, and after four years as chief 
engineer of the city of Akron, O., he 
turned his attention to railroading and 
transportation problems. His first 
invention, the dynagraph, was mado 
{n 1874. He perfected the track indl- 
cator in 1880, and three years later 
designed the first five-inch steel rail 
used in America. In 1892 he intro- 
duced the first six-inch 100-pound 
rails, Another of his inventions which 
made the famous “flyers” of today 
possible was the stremmatograph, an 
{instrument for obtaining and register- 
ing strains {in rails under moving 
trains. Dudley gained an interna- 
tional reputation as the world’s fore- 
most authority on the subject of steel 
rails, and was a delegate to the Inter- 
national Railway Congress held in 
Yaris in 1900.

both railway and street traffic, as 
trains can run faster, and street traffic 
is uninterrupted. The elimination of 
grade crossings in the last 20 years 
has made considerable progress, chief- 
ly due to the rapid transportation facil- 
ities that are now required and which 
are obtainable. 

A grade separation can be obtained 
in two ways: 

(1) By carrying the street over the 
steam railway tracks—the structure in 
this case being called a viaduct or 
overhead bridge, 

(2) By passing the street under the 
railway tracks—the structure in this 
case being called a subway, 

To effect a grade separation by the 
first method, requires in Canada ap- 
proximately 25 feet; Le, the vertical 
distance from top to rail on the steam 
tracks to surface of roadway on over- 
head bridge. This distance {s made up 
of 22 feet, six inches required by law as 
the minimum clearance from top to 
rail of underside of structure and two 
feet six inches as depth of structure 
and roadway paving. 

To effect a grade separation by the 
second. method, requires from 17 to 18 
fect, this being distance from surface 
of roadway to top of steet railway 
tracks and is made up of 14 feet, the 
generally accepted clearance required 
for vehicular and electric railway traf- 
fic, and three feet for depth of struc- 
ture. 

Although these are the only ways 
in which a grade separation may be 
effected, yet they are subject to con- 
siderable variation depending on the 
elevation or depression mado in the 
rallway tracks or streets with refer- 
ence to the general ground elevation. 
lor example in this first method, the 
the railway tracks may not take any 
of the grade separation, making it 
necessary to raise the street the on- 
tire 26 feet. On the other hand, the 
railway tracks may be depressed the 
entire 26 feet; the street simply pass- 
ing over them without being elevated 
at all. Again in case of the second 
method, the railway may cross at 
ground elevation requiring tho street 
to be depressed sufficiently to take all 
the grade separation; or the railway 
may be partly elevated, thus dlyiding 
the grade separation with tho street; 
or lastly the track may be elevated the 
entire distance, the street passing 
under {t without any change In grade. 

The tendency of those cities where 
grade crossing elimination has been 
undertaken on an extensive scale, is 
to elther elevate or depress the steam 
railway tracks sufficiently so that they 
recover thelr streets for the original 
purpose for which they were intended 
In such cases the lesser distance re- 
quired by this method, However, it is 
only when the city has reached a con- 
siderable growth and business war- 
rants it, that such radical measures 
are resorted to, The first tendency 
seems to be to deal with the head 
bridges or subways, these being in 
niost cases superseded when tho more 
radical measures are adopted, In the 
writers’ opinion, {t would be partiau- 
larly desirable that the whole problem 
of grade crossing elimination should 
early receive very full consideration, 
so that a plan of the future treatment 
might be formulated, Its valuo as a 
guide in treating Individual 
would be considerable.

that the savage advance of the consti- 


tutionalist army under General Villa, 


inevitably must have a bearing upon 
the settlement of the difficulties be- 
tween the United States and Huerta, 

When the South American medla- 
tors withdrew the invitation they had 
extended to General Carranza to send 
delegates to the Niagara Falls con- 
ference, after the refusal of the rebel 
leader to agree to an armistice to con- 
tinue during the sessions, it was stated 
that the conference would proceed to a 
consideration of questions growing out 
of the Tampico incident and subse- 
quent causes of irritation between the 
Mexican federal army and the Amerl- 
can military forces, 

Official reports coming yesterday 
froin constitutionalists sources reciting 
the victories of Villa and his army in 
the Saltillo campaign, have convinced 
the Mexican representatives here that 
Huerta's foes cannot be stopped. 
Moreover, the execution of a federal 
general and his entire staff by Villa, 
has impressed upon them the fact that 
leaders of the federal army cannot 
hope for mercy, !f they fall into the 
hands of the cconstitutionallsts, 

May Force Huerta’s Hand 

That the weakening of the situation 
of the federal forces may force Huer- 
ta’s hand is recognized here. The 
Mexican delegates came here belley- 
ing that any announcement of Huer- 
ta’s attitude toward proposals looking 
to settlement of the Mexican trouble, 
would be left to them to announce, 
and their strongest card was belleved 
to be authority given by Huerta to 
agree to his effacement conditional 
upon the selection of a temporary goy- 
ernment, acceptable to the interests 
represented by him, 

All this has been changed by Villa's 
successes, The federal forces Tues- 
day exhibited no love of fight and the 
leaders are not expected to offer the 
stubborn resistance that marked 50 
many of the engagements with the 
army steadily advancing upon the 
Mexican capital. As a result Huerta's 
supporters fear that he may not dare 
await the outcome of the mediation. 
It was because of this feeling, that all 
principals of the conference yester- 
day accepted unhesitatingly a despatch 
from Mexico City saying that Huerta 
had himself confirmed the reports that 
he was willing to retire if his resig- 
nation was necessary to peace, Later, 
it was learned that there had been an 
error in transmission and Huerta had 
not authorized such a statement, but 
this did not materially change the 
situation. It was evident that some 
such announcement was not unex- 
pected. 

If Villa and his forces are kept out 
of Mexico City, according to beilefs 
here, it will not be because Huerta is 
strong enough to deny entrance to his 
enemies. Such an event can be avoid- 
ed, it is said, by speedy solution of 
the problem confronting the media- 
tors, and few believe this to be possl- 
ble, except through the prompt and 
complete capitulation of Huerta to all 
the demands of the Washington gov- 
ernment. 

Carranza May Agree. 


With a solution of this problem and 
the republics of central and South 
America in accord concerning the fu- 
ture policy of Melxco, the mediators 
belleve that Carranza would subscribe 
to their findings and bloodshed would 


With the = arrival at midnight of 
Eduardo Suarez, the Chilean minister, 
who had been detained in his journey 
from Washington the conference was 
ready to proceed today with its per- 
sonnel complete. 

The mediators planned to meet Iate 
in the forenoon with the three Mexl- 
can delegates and as in the case of 
their conference with the American re- 
presentatives last night It was cxpect- 
ed they would informally outline to 
them their views of the situation as a 
basis for more formal procedure, Al- 
though no definite program was fn- 
nounced, it was thought possible that 
later in the day there would be a full 
conference on both sides of the von- 
troversy for an exchange of views that 
might lead to the first definite work- 
ing bases of negotlations.

\knee. The murderer then returned to 
the house, fired another shot through 
the bedroom door, but Alfred, who was 
still in the room, had lain down on 
the floor and escaped, The latter then 
dashed out of the window and ran 
{nto a neighboring ravine, Ruttan fir- 
ing three shots after him, but without 
effect. 

Ruttan did not pursue his son-in- 
law, but going to the stable he set it 
on fire and, seated on a stump, coolly 
watched {it being destroyed. Then he 
disappeared into the bush. 

In the meantime’ Alfred Couter- 
manche, who married Ruttan’s daugh- 
ter a month ago, had‘aid a charge of 
incest against his father-in-law. This 
action, it 1s supposed, led to Ruttan's 
attempt to wipe out the entire famlly.

Atlantic, Pacific and Great

Ottawa, May 21, H.—An order-i{n-coun- 
cil has been passed by the government 
and was signed by the Duke of Con- 
naught yesterday, authorizing the es- 
tablishment in Canada of a volunteer 
naval reserve force. The new force 
will be under the naval service depart- 
ment and steps are already being taken 
for the organization of volunteers, A 
sum is being placed in the estimates 
sufficient for the year’s work, 

There is already a volunteer naval 
force at Victoria, B.C., which has been 
financed privately, and Admiral Kings- 
mill, who is on his way to the coast, 
will at once give them official recogni- 
tion. It will be the ftrst company In 
the naval reserve. There is a petition 
already before the department for the 
formation of a company of naval re- 
serves in Toronto and steps will be 
taken at once to organize the force. 
Amelius Jarvis, who is particularly in- 
terested In the Toronto company, pre- 
dicts the early formation of a company 
of 250 men.
